Food, Shelter, Clothing and 


Forage Is Badly 


Needed. 


26 LIVES SACRIFICED TO FIRE. 


Country Surrounding Alpena, Mich., 


Laid Waste and People Mourn Over 
Ashes of Their Homes and Loved 
One*. 


Alpena, JJtlch., Oct. 19.—Camped In 


the open 'fields 01 huddled in the tow 
tmildingB and shacks left are him-] 


dredB of men, women and children, 
•who are in abject need ot Uio abso- 
lute necessities of. life. Many of them 
f/ara dTi"ven fra»f 'tf'flftir homes In the 
clgltt. only »artiaUy clothed. 


'Net only 1he etorefl and houses have 


been destroyed but the crops ore also 
gone and the unforcunates must look to 
the outside for food as well as shelter. 
The relief problem is occupying the 
active attention ot this city and all of 
the communities iu this section ot tho 
•tate -which escaped the fires. 


But «ne Zreaa report of the loss of 


life has come in todny. Henry Hlnes, 
his wife ond two children are bo-1 
Jl«ved to have been cremated on thoir | 
larra near-Cattiro.

Between Metz and Rogers City seven , 


wiore bodies have been found, making | 
a total of twenty-six lives that are 
known to have been lost in Prosquo 
l«le and Alpena counties siuoe Thurs- 
day night. 


Citizens Aw/alt Fire Alarm. 


Rogers City, last niRht reported In 


Imminent danger, has been 
=?aved. 


South Kogers, which was reported do- 
•trpysd. Is also safe. The village of 
Posen has been In grave ilaTiser, but 
tit chancel to escape destruction arn 
thought to be bettor. Alpena i« still 
•tttrounded by fltes, but 18 not In dan- 
ger ualsss the wind should shift to the 
north. From 500 to 1,000 men are con- 
•Untly on the fire line flphtlng tho 
fiamea back and working to protect 
the city. Tho population of tho city | 
ta ready to respond at a moment's no- 
tice to a fire alarm. Up to noon forty- 
four dwellings and sixty-live barn** 
nave been reported destroyed In Al- 
pena county alone. Added to this N 
the loss in this county ot several thou- 
sand head of livestock, sheds. Imple- 
ments, boats and thousands of acres 
of hardwood timber. 


A public meeting was held hero In 


a theater and a Koneral relief commit- 
tee of twenty-five members was formed 
to take charge of rellof measures. 


Colonsl Rogers, sent by Governor 


Warner to investigate the needs of tho 
turned district, telegraphed to the 
governor from here: ''Have been all 
over the Meta district. Terrible devas- 
tation and sufferlns. Fluudreds ot fnm- 
llies homeless and destitute. Procla- 
mation should ask people ID send cloth- 
ing, provlnlons, bedding, stoves, iiteu- 
ftila and forage for auimalb. Latter is 
•specially urgent." 


School Children Flee From Flames. 
Out ot the burned district there tire 


now coming some stories of suffering | 
and dangers endured by those who 
•urvtved the flames. Miss Cassle How- 
land had twenty-six children In her 
•chool n«ar Mlllersbufg. At tho after- 
noon recess the air was bmoky. Half 
an hour later tia .woods about the 
little scboolhouae wore blazing 'fierce- 
ly. The children started tor 
their 


toomes but were compelled to go to a 
neighboring house for shelter. Jliss 
Howland says she could hardly face 
the wind during the walk ot a quarter 
of a mllo to her own homo. After she 
reached It the heat srew so Intense j 
that the women were compelled to 
««ek shelter in tho cellar while tho 
inen fought to save the house. "Then," 
•ays Miss Howland, "refugees who had 
escaped with their lives by lying in 
the plowed fields with their faces 
Diirled in the sand began to arrive. 
They kept coming through all the 
night, all more or less burned In their 
flight through the woods. A boy by tho 
name on Dust, one of the family of 
children which on Saturday was re- 
ported burned, brought in tha charred 
remains o( his little sister in his 
pocket handkerchief. His father and 
mother had already arrived at our 
house. Their grief was terrible. Then 
'another ot their children, a ll'.tlo filrl, 
arrived carrying a baby. The child's 
dress /was completely burned off anil 
her little body was a mass oE blis- 
ters." 


Wholo Families Wiped Out. 


'Millorsburg. SUch., Oct. 11). — The 


charred remains of Mrs. Herman Erke, 
aer three ehUdren and two hired men, 
John Samp jnd Leo Busch, wore 
brought to .Rogers City from Prontlco 
Landing, situated about twelve miles 
east along the shore from Rogers City. 


Herman Erko, husband ot (he dead 


woman, nrd the two men were em- 
ployed in lumbering operations for B. 
St. Lewis ot this place and lived sev- 
eral miles from thoir nearest neigh- 
bor. The six victims were surroumlptl 
and burned to death by fory»t drew, 
Horrnan Erke and hK elclout daughter 
were saved by being abs: „ Crora Lho 
oamp at the time of tho lire.

John Grottlusky. another en-jploye at ' 


the Erke cauip, said lhat when the 
tlames broke upon them tho older peo- 
ple caught up the children and ran tor , 
Lake Hxiroa, about a mile a^ay.
